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REMARKS 

Upon entry of this supplemental amendment, claims 1-10 are 
still pending in the application. Claim 1 is an independent claim 
drawn to a method for cooling a seal located in a wall of a 
chamber, with claims 2-5 depending therefrom, while claim 6 is an 
independent claim drawn to an apparatus for cooling a seal, with 
claims 7-10 depending therefrom. The amendment to claim 1 has been 
made to better clarify what the Applicants consider as the 
inventive subject matter. Applicants submit that the amendments to 
the claims do not add new matter within the meaning of 35 U.S.C. 
§132. 

The claim amendments have been made in order to better define 
what Applicants consider to be the inventive subject matter. The 
amendments and remarks made in the previously filed amendment are 
made in order to place the application in condition of allowance. 


CONCLUSION 

In view of the foregoing, applicants respectfully request the 
Examiner to reconsider and withdraw the all pending rejections, and 
to allow all of the claims pending in this application.
